This is 
ono of tho typo used by tho Can- 
adian Army for operations behind 
tho front lines. It will havo all 
the equipment necessary to perf- 
orm major operations: an operat- 
ing tnbie, anaesthetics, lights, X- 
Hay machine, sterilizers and surg- 
ical instruments. 

The evolution of man will lie 
ono of the feature displays in the 
Medical Museum. Mainly through 
the use of skeletons, the develop- 
ment of man from primates v/lll 
lio demonstrated. Tho exhibit will 
show tho visitor tho progression 
from primates, to monkeys, to 
anthropoid apes to man. 

Evolution of a different type 
will he shown in the Histology 
Laboratory of tho Medical Build- 
ing. There, the embryology of man 
will bo on display. This is the 
development of heforo birth. The 
exhibit will take the visitor from 
tho embryonic stngo until just 
heforo birth. 

How the typical medical stud- 
ent spends his nlue or ten years 



at university will be the exhibit 
of the Medical Undergraduates 
society. It will ho the outline of 
the student's progression through 
his pre-mcdlcal studies, his ent- 
rance into tho Faculty of Medici- 
ne, his four years of formal train- 
ing in laboratories, lecture rooms 
nnd clinics, his graduation and 
finally, his intershlp. 

Current advances in the field of 
Dentistry will feature the exhibit 
in tho Dental section of tho Med- 
ical Tour. Tests for the micros- 
copic organisms causing decay and 
tho air ubrasivo machine will he 
demonstrated. 

The Psychology scctton or this 
tour will show tlie results of n 
study of addiction to drugs, 
especially to morphine. Experi- 
ments in learning nnd Intelligence 
and with "bright" and "dull" rnls 
will bo demonstrated.

Fact or Fiction ? 

An explosion locked the newspaper offices in Montréal and 
Vicinity Inst night with I lie announcement Hint Vie Obeck, head 
football conch of .McGIH's Senior lledmcn, will relinquish bis 
|Mist ns bend of the squad effective November I-I. Tills bomb- 
shell was released by a statement to tho effect Hint obeck wan ; 
thoroughly, fed up with the college gild setup, and would no 
longer conch tho McBill entry in tho Intercollegiate loop. 

When contacted at home, Obeck stated that any such announce- 
ment delivered over the radio ns this hud been, or any article run' 
In the papors actually quoting him on the situation, had no brslness 
being printed or publicized at all, as It was not for publication at 
tills time, obviously a wise step under normal circumstances as the 
grid season is not over yet. 

However, now that the news had leaked out there was no deny, 
lng the statement, although he refused to glvo any prepared com- 
ment to Hint oHect, which of course is only natural with a football 
team under his Jurisdiction with one game left to play. 

Statement Not Checked 

Actually the news broke after the Toronto game and, 
according to Obeck wns overheard by a few Toronto newsmen 
who didn't bother to check ami see whether the statement was 
for official publication. Obviously if Obeck wanted It to be, ho 
could have very easily announced same on his Sunday afternoon 
radio broadcast. But, he did not, and the Toronto newsmen 
went ahead with their big scoop and threw n monkey wrench 
Into OberU's plans which Involved n later announcement, ns well 
ns some serious thought over many pertinent problems con- 
cerning such a resignation. 

Actually the Toronto newsmen didn't havo ns big a scoop as 
tlvey thought, since Obcek came over to this reporter after tho game 
and said, "This is the last game I'll ever coach at' Molson Stadium." . 

Quote ? 

Such a statement Isn't just shrugged aside with the remark 
that tho coach was feeling rather low after the tilt, especially after 
ono Is given permission to quote it. However, on reviewing the 
situation with Obeck yesterday, it was thought best to hold off tho 
public announcement until tho proper authorities were notified and 
many Important decisions made. 

The news broke ami spread like wild fire, taken up by the 
Cutinillnii and British United Press. On checking their Inform- 
•ntlon with Obeck, tho CP learned the Ileilmeii mentor's trim 
feelings about the time of release of said statement, hut tho 
British United Press went ahead anil released Hie news which 
• was taken up by a Montreal sportsciisler, who at the same time, 
put lu a few remarks of his own on Hie College Grid setup, 
especially the setup here nt .McGill ami the quality of the Icuillil 
Hint we've been fielding the pnsl two or Ihrce seasons. 
Acquainted with Obeck personally, this reporter was able to got 
his true feelings on the matter. In the first case It Is of course seino- 
less, at this point, to deny the announcement, no matter what dam- 
age it may have already done. Tlie statement Is definitely true and 
tho Rcdmon will have a new liend coach next season although Obr.jk 
declined comment on his status ns Athletics' Director. Seven yei'.rs 
of frustration have beon quite enough for him, whilo Hie collcio 
grid setup especially here nt McGill, Is badly In need of a thorough 
houseclenning. Obeck feels he has bad onough of being liamjcredj 
nt every turn, In an effort to produce a contender, tlie last seven 
years. 

Now that the news has leaked out. needless to say there will be 
a good deal of speculation wlvo Obcck's successor will ho. I! ! 'M now 
we hesitate to even predict a successor and will let it na- 
tural course. 

Heap Big Medicine 

Obeck, In resigning from tlie football coaching department, is 
not entirely to blame for the team's plight; in fact, far from It. Suro 
he's hnd his off days nt the helm but so do the best of them. The 
football situation here nt McGIII will take more than a new conch 
to cure It of its ills. 

The University must stop hiding behind Its curtain of 
tradition nnd face the farts. If they expect fans to attend the 
games at Molson Stadium and pay anywhere up to three dollars 
a ticket, then, they must field ft team Hint will lie able to provide 
some competition for tho other squads in the league. Right 
now Hie public is being hood-winked by the thought of 11 color- 
ful college game, and rah-rah and all that, but tho rrcninlngs 
the Itediueii have taken this past year should certainly havo nn 
effect 011 next year's home game attendance. This attendance 
Is very important as it helps pay for the high cost of Athletics 
these days. 

If, on the other hand, tlvo University keeps Its present attitude

The first event in tho "Ukrain- 
ian Week", which Is sponsored by 
the McGill Ukrainian Students'

Dr. V. Cyril .Inmes, Principal and 
Vlcc-Chnnccllor, officially opened Hie 
a display of Ukrainian nrls and 
handicrafts dining a brief cere- 
mony In Tyndnlo Hall, which was 
attended by members of the Club 
nnd guests. 

In remarks preceding the open- 
ing of the display, Mr. G. R. B. 
Pancliuk of tho Inernatlonal Ser- 
vice, C.B.C., stressed the import- 
ance of mutual understanding and 
knowledge between the various 
groups which make up the Can- 
adian nations. 

"There Is much talk today of 
Canada's natural resources and 
the vast wealth yet to be found In 
our still-uncharted and unexplored 
regions," said Mr. Pancliuk. "Stor- 
ies of such places as Kitiniat, 
Uranium City and Knob Lake. . . 
are stories of romance and rich- 
es. . ." 

"There Is many n Kit i mat, n 
Urnuiiim City and ninny a Knob 
I.nkc In our cultural life, which 
is still undiscovered and unexplor- 
ed. Canada became great and will 
become still greater, not because 
of her forests, streams and mount- 
ains and her natural resources, 
but becnuso of the people which 
make up our nation. . . There are 
no foreigners here, only Canadians 
of various origins. No single ele- 
ment ran or should be expected 
to carry tlie burden or Hie respon- 
sibility of this land of ours. All 



have their contribution to make". 

Mr. Pancliuk t lion called on Dr. 
James to open the display. 

In Ills remarks, Hr. James prais- 
ed tho Ukrainian Students' Club 
for their initiative in organizing 
display and "Ukrainian 
Week". Ho expressed the hope 
that it would be the first of a 
series of events during which 
various groups would have an op- 



portunity to acquaint others with 
their cultural and historic back- 
grounds. 

Included in Hie display are 
examples of woodcarvlng nnd In- 
lay work, embroidery, weaving, 
ceramics and paintings. Also on 
display is a collection of hooks of 
Ukrainian culture and history.

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No Solution 



Much as we feel that NFCUS made a 
sorry spectacle of itself at the recent Con- 
ference, and much as we agree that its 
shortcomings are becoming increasingly and 
more painfully obvious, we cannot accept 
as a solution, that action now being con- 
sidered by the University of Toronto. 

Feeling that NFCUS has failed to func- 
tion as an effective national student union, 
one of the representatives on the Toronto 
Students' Administrative Council has pro- 
posed immediate withdrawal. 

Is this the answer? Has NFCUS so dis- 
credited itself that it cannot conceivably 
fulfill even the most rudimentary of its 
purposes — that of attempting to form 
some sort of student community in Can- 
ada? Cannot NFCUS be used as the frame- 
work for that "effective national union of 
students" in which the Toronto motion ex- 
presses belief? 

We believe that it can and must be used 
as such a framework. The delegates at the 
Conference obviously believed this, and 
many of them had even more faith in the 
possibilities of this organization, for they 
voted to give it more of their money. 
Among those voting this confidence were 
the Toronto delegates themselves. 

Were the students of Toronto to appro- 
ve this motion, they would do little more 
than make a futile gesture — milking no 
attempt to offer a solution. The member- 
ship of Toronto is not necessary to the ex- 
istence of the Federation as one of their 
Council members stated with euch gross 
.impertinence. The Federation could and 
would continue its existence without To- 
ronto, without McGill, or without any one 
of its members. There is no university 
which is indispensable to NFCUS. 

The effect of any such withdrawals 
would riot be to kill NFCUS, but to steril- 
ize it. NFCUS would continue to exist, but 
would be gravely handicapped, and perhaps 



irrevocably prevented from becoming ef- 
fective. It would continue to exist, but only 
in the grey half-world of pretentions, plat- 
itudes, and hypocrisy, a world to which it 
is already in danger of drifting. 

There would be more declarations of 
student rights, and, if possible, they would 
say less. Any hope of NFCUS ever coming 
to represent the students of Canada would 
be gone. 

Toronto is obviously dissatisfied with 
the status quo. We are equally dissatisfied, 
but do not feel that anything is to be gain- 
ed by individual secessions from the Fede- 
ration. Substantial support in NFCUS was 
shown by member universities in agreeing 
to raise their contributions. Surely this 
confidence can be made the foundation of 
an effective NFCUS without the formation 
of unco-ordinatcd splinters outside the or- 
ganization. 

We believe that NFCUS is over-extend- 
ed. We believe that it is working on an as- 
sumption which is not yet true — the as- 
sumption that there is a student communi- 
ty in Canada. But we believe that there is 
an alternative to deserting NFCUS like 
rats from a sinking ship. 

What NFCUS needs more than anything 
else is the support of Canadian students. 
It can, we suggest, get this by presuming 
less, talking less, and doing more. 

Perhaps the universities who are not 
satisfied with the present course of the 
Federation can influence it into more de- 
sirable trends. Certainly they can only do 
this by staying in NFCUS, and we hope 
that Toronto students will see this, and 
reject the proposal now before them.

In attempting to "adjust'! a historical cor- 
rection which previously appeared In your col- 
umns, Mr. Alexis S, Troubctzkoy sows hioro con- 
fusion and makes statements that cannot he sub- 
stantiated by any Hlstorys available. 

Prince Oleg was never ruler of Moscow, 
which didn't exist ns a stale until the fourteenth 
century arising from lis Suzdal predecessor. Suz- 
dal-Moscovy Is the beginning of the Russian Km- 
pire and now the USSR, based on Moscovy and 
Moscow which was and is the capital. Peter the 
Groat renamed Moscovy-Kussla In order to thus 
appropriate tho history of tho Ukraine which 
was previously "Rus". Oleg .vas ruier of I he 
Klevnn State — Rus, the present Ukraine, which 
has its beginning In the ninth century ns a (low- 
er. There is no trace In history of any "Russian" 
statu or Empire, and in fact no trace of a "Mos- 
covy State" before the fourteenth century. 

"The city of Kiev and the regions surround- 
ing It" liavo never been Russian, except as terri- 
tory conquered and in comparatively rccx-nt times. 
There is certainly no comparison to 'tiij Island 
of Montreal. If ono was to look for comparisons 
in history, then a botter comparison might bo 
found for relations between Ukraine and Russia 
lr we recall tho time when England ruled over 
a largo part of continental Franco (Normandy 
and Brittany). Hut neither tho French nor tho 
English would now claim ono nnother on that 
account. Neither would Denmark claim Great

Ukraine did not become an Independent Stato 
In 1017 by the grace of Russia, nor did it last 
only six months. The Eastern Ukrainian Repub- 
lic was established Janunry U2, 1918, with the 
collapao of thy Russian Empire and the fall of 
the Provisional Government. The Western Uk- 
rainian Republic was established November 1. 
1913 with tho collapse of the Austro-llungarian 
Empire. Uoth these republics formally united 
January 22, 1 3 1 y and remained as a singlu In- 
dependent state until EI23-24. The official Brit- 
ish and French representatives to tho Ukraine, 
Sir I'lcton Hagge and General Tabouls are both 
.still alive and can confirm. So, not six mouths 
and not by tho grnco of anybody but for over 
live years and through national revolution and 
forco of arms. Only the superior forces of the 
Bolsheviks supported by such diversions as Den- 
nlkin and tho lnck of understanding in tho West 
made it Impossible to retain freedom and inde- 
pendence.

It was tho simple fact that 
oven in the two toughest weeks of 
basic training, I didn't feel I'd 
made a mistake. 

RASIC TRAINING 

I had been In tho Army for 
nbotit nine weeks, nnd It hnd 
been no bed of roses. The first 
part of your first summer's 
training- In any corps Is basic 
Infantry training. This involves 
iincomfortnblo hours on the 
parade square, mornings spent 
digging slit trenches, nnd af- 
ternoons spent filling thesis In. 
It is In many respects unplcns? 
nnt, nnd anyone going Into It. 

Not least ot the unpleasantness 
is the red tape and spit and polish 
which have become traditional and 
which, until you get used to them, 
exasporato and confuse you at 
every turn. You have to get used 
to getting up at six in tho morn- 
ing, to spending your evenings 
with shoe polish and n steam Iron, 
and to keeping your room nnd nil 
your equipment spotless. The Ar- 
my feels that this is necessary 
to teach us discipline and make 
better officers out of us. Some- 
times wo used to wonder. 

VAniED INSTRUCTION 

But there is another side to 
tho story — even In basic train- 
ing. The actual Instruction Is va- 
ried, and fairly interesting. With 
a very few exceptions the instruct- 
ors are first class — a rar cry 
from tho traditional picture of the 
tough army sergeant. 

'A 

SMALL .ARMS 

We spent nn average of ono 
tiny n week on the small arms 
ranges, where wo had a chanco 
to flro every Infnntry weapon 
from tlio rifle to the nntl-tank 
rocket launcher. We trained In- 
tensively with the rifle nnd tho 
hren gun, and to pass our basic 
wo had to iiuallfy In each of 
these. 

Then, once we had finished ba- 
bIc — which also Included tactics, 
military law, map reading, mnn 
management and several other 
subjects of a general military 
nature — wo went Into specialized 
corps training. Our troop spent 
four weeks on Wireless training 
which was climaxed by a three- 
day field exercise In which wo 



kept a net of five stations in cons- 
tant operation day and night. 

Next year wo'll bo working with 
tnnks — driving, maintenance, 
gunnery and tactics. At tho end 
of It, if wo pass, wo'll bo 2nd 
Lieutenants In elthor tho Active or 
Rescrvo Army. 

PRIVIGES AND PAY 

Even now, though, when we 
arc only Officer Cadets, we get 
the privileges and pay of n com- 
missioned officers. N.C.O's are 

required to salute us and ad- 
dress us ns 'sir' whenever they 
tell us that we are blithering 
Idiots, or, technically we* can 
put tliein on ( barge. This Is not 
recommended, however, on -the 
general policy that there is no 
point in making your Sergeant 

Major hate you any more than 
absolutely necessary. 

So Joining tho Army wns not 
my greatest mistake. I don't think 
it wns a mistake at all. Tho sum- 
mer was good, on tho whole, tho 
pay wns good (although easy to 
spend) nnd living for fourteen 
weeks with twenty-one other stud- 
ents from universities nil ncross 
Canada wns an cxperlanco In It- 
self. Most ot us, I think, feel the 
same.

Guns and rockets nnd other wea- 
pons are tho charge of certain 
Officers; Physical Education and 
Medlcino play a vital role; while 
controlling nil, n finger on tho 
pulse, aro tho men nnd women 
with administrative functions. 
VACANCIES 
Each tack outlined above, ns 
well as others, Is essential to 
the Air Force, There are vacan- 
cies In nil these fields for uni- 
versity students willing to 
spend two to three summers 
with the RCAP. A monthly pay 
check, a commission and n 
first rate training aro promised 
to those who take this oppor- 
tunity. As well as this, special 
financial considerations arc 
Riven to those going Into tho 
permanent force. 

RASIO TRAINING 
All cadets, regardless of their 
branch must tako tho same basic 
training. This usually consists of 
a four to six weeks course, at 
Royal Military College for the 
males, and at London for tho fe- 
males. Thero they learn to drill 
and nro given lectures In leader- 
ship, public speaking and Service 
Law. Thoy are taught tho proced 
ure to bo taken when a germ

"Sadie's Court" trials wero 
staged by mon students In the 
foyer or the Women's Residence 
prior to tho dance. Their purpose 
was to Imposo sentences on co- 
eds guilty of Sadie Hawkins Week 
"offences". Judge Hill Hall requir- 
ed Homomaker Shlela Morrell of 
Ottawa to attend tho big danco 
dressed In bathing suit and hlgh- 
hoelod shoes when It was learned 
that sho had dated an Agglo nnd 
then taken only a 9 p.m. leave.

To keep 
this great length of pipe from breaking 
it is sometimes made of nickel alloy 
steel which is strong and lough. It is 
also less subject to the cor- 
rodilig influence of salt, 
sulphur and chlorides 
often found in oil wells.
